take the offices and car shops 
out of Rushville," stated C. T". 
Dehore, president of the Indian- 
apolis and Southeastern Railroad 
and Southeastern Indiana'Power 
Company Thursday morning at 
the Public Service Commission 
hearing held at the local court- 
house. 


The retort of President De- 


Hore was made following charges 
by Harvey Harmon, special at- 
torney for the city of Rushville, 
that the Southeastern company 
was-attempting to build electric 
lines around Rushville and "bot- 
tle" the city within a net-work 
of lines. 


The hearing being held here 


today was on petitions presented 
by the Southeastern Indiana 
Power Company and the City of 
Rushville, each seeking permis- 
sion to build electric lines on 
principal highways for a radius 
around the city. Each power unit 
was seeking the same privilege. 


The Public Service Commission 


was represented by Howell Ellis, 
one of the members. The city 
was represented by Will.NfiwbqJd,j 
city attorney and Mr. Harmon,: 
who is a former member of the 
commission, and now practicing 
law. 
The Southeastern power 


company was represented by 
Donald L. Smith of Indianapolis 
and Russell B. Titsworth, local 
attorney. 


The assembly room of the 


court house was well filled with 
people, interested in the outcome 
of the affair. On account of the 
importance of the situation, it 
was not learned whether the 
case would be completed today.

Hoover, in Address to Conference 


on Child Health and Protec- 


tion, Stresses Several 


Points. 


PROBLEM FALLS INTO 


THREE BIG DIVISIONS 


Washington, Nov. 19 —(A. P.) 


How to endue the future Amer- 
can child with the mental and 
physical strength needed to cope 
with the pressure of a magic, 
mechanized world was the prob- 
em laid by President Hoover to- 
night before his White House 
Conference on Child Health and 
Protection. 
Mr. Hoover spoke to Constitu- 


tion Hall at the opening session 
of the Conference and asserted 
;hat the fundamental purpose of 
the 2,500 delegates was to set 
'orth an understanding of 'those 
safeguards which will assure to 
children health to mind and 
body. 
"The problems of the child are 


not always the problems of the 
child alone," he said, "In vis- 
on of the wholle of our social 
abric, we have loosened new" 
ambitions, new,energies; we have 
jroduced a complexity of life 
:or which there is> no precedent. 
With machines ever enlarging 
man's power and capacity, with

At least fourteen persons were 


killed and 57 injured seriously by 
the tornado which demolished 
more than 100 houses at Be- 
thany, a Nazarene settlement 
seven miles west of Oklahoma 
City. 
Four were killed at the Camel 


Creek school about four miles 
south of Bethany where the tor- 
nado first struck. The teacher 
and ten pupils were injured and 
the school house demolished. 


D. D. Powell, city recorder of 


Ola, Ark., was killed and his wife 
seriously injured to a tornado 
which razed half the business 
buildings in that town of nearly 
1,000 inhabitants. 


Sixteen .children and a teach- 


er were injured by a tornado 
which demolished a rural school 
building near

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THE IMPORTANCE OF SCALES. 


'Nearly everything we buy to wear or eat goes 
through a process of weighing at some time or 
other, and scales play an important part in our 
daily life. There are tig scales and little scales. 


The operation of weighing is introduced to us 


at birth. Proud parents must know how many 
pounds and ounces the new born babe weighs, 
and from then on out the vision of scales stands 
out on every hand in life. 


Scales have weighed out the milk we had for 


' breakfast this morning, and the cereal, the sugar, 
the coffee, the salt — even to eggs, when eggs 
are sold at wholesale. . Meats, vegetables, ice 
cream, fish, candy, about every food there is we 
buy or sell by the pound; about every drink, too. 
Is that surprising? Wait and see. 


The average American rural family eats 9,571 


pounds of food annually. That is just under five 
tons. Quite a lot of weighiiig in that; but scales 
do it all. 


As the sybol of justice, the scale is almost as 


old asjustice itself — as old as the dealings be- 
tween man and man. Abraham paid the sons 
of Heth 400 shekels lor a cemetery plot, and he 
weighed out the shekels. The Romans gave their 
name to the Roman steel-yard, which is the 
same instrument used today on farms. 


In 1893 the national government furnished 


each state in the union with official, standard 
sets of weights. That was the beginning of the 
attempt to enforce correct weights. 


Up till last century, the balance type of scale 


was the only kind known. Then the spring scale 
appeared, and is widely used today for general 
purposes. In the most scientific and delicate 
weighing, however, it is not used, because of at- 
mospheric and other variations in the springs, 
which, as is true of all springs, works on the 
principle of distortion of metal. The most exact 
scale is the little balance, seen in laboratories 
and drug stores. This is the type which is as old 
as the justice it typifies. 
The more modern 


versipn is the pendulum scale, which utilizes 
hanging weights on the balance principle. 


THE QUESTION OF FOOD*. 


The average person who eats three meals a day 


probably never gave a" thought to the statemen' 
made recently that there are three hundred mil- 
lion meals consumed- daily in American homes 
They also probably can visualize the quantity of 
food required and the vast amount of machinery 
which is at work preparing these meals.

He 
tells us that: "We are on the verge of another 
great forward step in the development of pack- 
age foods which is nothing less than the quick 
freezing of perishable foods," and he says that 
just as science has solved so many of the prob-

their majorities in both houses con- 
stitute an impregnable bulwark for 
the Volstead act and the eighteenth 
amendment, it has always been a 
pet boast of some leaders in_ the 
Anti-Saloon League that fear of \the 
league's strength was all that kept 
Congress from voting overwhelm- 
ingly wet at the first opportunity. 


The wets always figured that way, 


too. 
Their investigations 
have 


shown that there were many wet- 
drinking, dry-voting members who 
•were really opposed to prohibition 
and also some dry-drinking, dry- 
voting members who • are 
finally 


convinced that the law won't work 
and that most people don't want it 


Dry Toolc ticking 


The drys have really taken a bad 


licking in 1930 despite their pro- 
testations of content. 
When the 


•wets sweep through New York, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Ohio. 
Illinois and other states where one 
party or both came out wet for the 
first time or where wet candidates 
•were elected to succeed drys it 
simply can't be laughed off. 


There has been a big trend this 


year, both popular and political, 
toward the wet side. 
The trend 


may be temporary and it may slow 
up. 


And no one should lose, sight of 


the significance given to the New, 


ntl "Illinois elections by the 


woefully small votes polled by in£ 
dependent third candidates put into 
the field by^the dry organizations 
to punish Republican candidates 
in th'ose-two. states.. 


The dry tickets were' far to6 weak 


to punish anyone. It may be argued' 
that other issues piled up tne plur- 
alities for the Democratic candi- 
dates and that if the contests had 
been close the dry- tlrird tickets 
would have pulled away enough dry 
Republican Votes to administer the 
punishment as one did in New York 
In 1926 when Senator Wadswofth 
was defeated. 
' 


Both Wet in 1033? 


But it isn't easy to hope that the 


Republican party will prefer to 
continue to live in fear of punish- 
ment and anyone who believes the 
Mew York and Illinois Republicans 
will turn dry again is very opti- 
mistic indeed; 


The really tough point the drys 


are up against is the fact that 
neither party can win the 1932 
presidential election without the 
ilectoral votes of the states which 
have gone wet in 1930. The thought 
of even winning without New York, 
Illinois. Ohio and Massachusetts is 
manifestly absurd. 


Consequently there are quite a 


few canny observers who believe 
that both party platforms in 1932 
will be wet—'-that either both will 
call for repeal or one for repeal and 
.he other for modification. In other 
words, that the politicians—who 
nearly all care more about -winnrns 
elections than about the worries of 
he Anti-Saioon League—:wpn*t dare 
o be dry any; more than they have 
previously dared .be wet. 


So regardless of_what may hap- 


pen in Congress—and something 
might happen there forl reasons 
aforestated—the question of what 
lappens at the national conventions 
s going to cause more -and more 
incitement, month by month.

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Twenty buildings were demolish- 
ed and a man seriously injured 
at Neal, Kas. 
Rehabilitation

somewhat behind schedule. How- 
ever, apprehension was felt for 
the safety of Lieut. Cornelius 
Cousland, personal pilot of Sec- 
retary of War Hurley, missing in 
the storm swept southwest. 


Pilots of six army planes 


planned an early take off today 
from San Diego to Tucson, Ariz., 
to begin a search for Cousland, 
unreported on an aerial journey 
from Seattle, Wash., to Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


Ty Cobb, an oil driller, was 


rescued nearly frozen to death, 
from an isolated cabin near Hia- 
watha, Wyoming. 


There was more than a foot of 


snow in Denver with a falling 
mercury stopping at the 15 
mark. The heaviest fall was in 
the southern part of the state 
where rail travel on some lines 
was temporarily at a standstill 
and all trains running far be- 
hind schedule. Virtually all 
roads in the southern part of 
the state were impassable.
